Coach  Stan  Watts’  young  Cou- 
gar basketballers  arrived  in 
Champaign,  Illinois,  yesterday 
and  had  a light  workout  in  pre- 
paration for  what  promises  to  be 
one  of  their  toughest  road  trips 
of  the  season. 

The  Cougars  put  their  3-0  sea- 
son record  on  the  line  tonight 
against  Illinois  of  the  Big  Ten 
and  Saturday  night  in  Houston 
where  they  will  take  on  the  na- 
tion’s number  two  ranked  team.

TWIN  WINS 

In  facing  Illinois  and  Houston, 


the  Y hoopsters  hope  to  duplicate 
a feat  accomplished  two  seasons 
back  when  they  started  off  the 
1965-66  season  with  twin  shell- 
ackings—109-98  over  the  Illini  and 
111-82  over  Houston. 

Illinois  plays  the  ball  control 
type  of  game  that  usually  gives 
BYU  plenty  of  trouble. 

ILLINI  FIGHT 

Coach  Harv  Schmidt’s  Fighting 
Illini  did  just  that  against  the 
Houston  Cougars  last  Saturday 
before  bowing,  54-46. 

The  Illini  quintet  clobbered 
Butler,  75-57,  in  its  season 
opener.

Illinois  starts  6-8  center  Dave

The  Houston  Cougars  are  even 
bigger,  with  All-American  Elvin 
Hayes  (6-8)  and  Theodis  Lee 
(6-7)  at  forwards,  Ken  Spain 
(6-9)  at  the  post  and  Don  Chaney 
(6-5)  and  George  Reynolds  (6-4) 
in  the  backcourt.

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NO  OMNiPOTENCE 


Editor: 


Having  neither  the  omnipotence 
nor  the  presumptuousness  to 
claim  the  ability  to  “balance  the 
scales  of  truth,”  I nevertheless 
feel  inclined  to  comment  briefly 
on  Mr.  Hansen’s  “truth.” 

First,  the  innuendo  that  be- 
cause People's  World  and  Dr. 
Farnsworth  attack  the  JBS  they 
must  both  be  in  sympathy  with 
each  other  shows  a lack  of  intel- 
lectual clarity  on  the  part  of  Mr. 
Hansen. 

If  this  is  not  so  how  does  Mr. 
Hansen  explain  the  fact  that  Pres. 
Hugh  B.  Brown,  Richard  Nixon, 
The  Deseret  News  (Oct.  28,  1961), 
The  Church  News  (March  26, 
1966)  and  The  First  Presidency 
(Jan.  1963)  also  speak  or  write 
with  a negative  attitude  toward 
the  JBS.  Should  we  also  include 
these  men  or  entities  in  the 
People's  World's  corner? 

Second,  Mr.  Hansen  intimates 
that  Professor  Farnsworth  insinu- 
ated that  President  McKay  said 
not  to  join  the  JBS.  Such  is  not 
the  case.  The  letter  of  the  First 
Presidency  merely  indicates  re- 
sentment of  attempts  to  tie  them 
and  the  Church  to  the  JBS.  Fur- 
thermore, not  one  General  Auth- 
ority of  the  Church  is  directly  af- 
filiated with  the  Birch  Society. 
As  Hugh  B.  Brown  wrote  on  No- 
vember 12,  1963: 

There  has  been  a lot  of  idle 
talk  and  some  very  concerted 
efforts  made  to  undermine 
the  statement  made  by  the 
First  Presidency  some  time 
ago.  That  statement  still 
stands  so  far  as  the  John 
Birch  Society  is  concerned. 
Third,  Mr.  Hansen  claims  that 
Dr.  Farnsworth  misquotes  Welch 
in  relationship  to  Welch’s  opinion 
of  Eisenhower.  Perhaps  page  210 
of  The  Politician  will  clarify 
Welch’s  stand  for  Mr.  Hansen 
who  is  apparently  one  of  Welch’s 
fervent  supporters.  I quote: 

In  my  opinion  the  chances 
are  very  strong  that  Milton 
Eisenhower  is  actually 


Dwight  Eisenhower’s  superior 
and  boss  within  the  Com- 
munist Party.  For  one  thing 
he  is  obviously  a great  deal 
smarter. 

Now,  my  dear  Mr.  Hansen,  in  or- 
der for  Welch  to  consider  Milton 
as  superior  to  Dwight  Eisenhower 
within  the  Party,  he  must  also 
consider  President  Eisenhower  to 
be  within  the  Party.  It  would  ap- 
pear that  such  an  attack  on  a 
President  of  the  United  States 
would  immediately  bring  a re- 
action of  indignation  and  defense 
from  those  close  to  the  President. 
However,  a former  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  has  chosen  to  defend 
and  praise  the  attacker,  Robert 
Welch,  rather  than  defend  the 
man  who  trusted  him  and  stood 
by  him  for  eight  years. 

Finally,  neither  Dr.  Farnsworth 
nor  myself  would  deny  any  man 
the  right  to  join  any  organization 
he  so  chooses. 

Neither  would  I limit  a man’s 
right  to  belive  as  he  so  chooses 
even  though  I disagree  with  his 
beliefs. 

Nevertheless,  according  to  the 
knowledge  I have,  I cannot  help 
but  feel  that  the  Birch  Society  has 
within  it  certain  characteristics 
that  neither  fit  in  with  democratic 
ideals  nor  with  ideals  espoused 
by  the  LDS  Church.

Something  Wrong  With  Tickets 


With  wintei’  finally  settling  in  and  foot- 
ball season  wrapped  up,  Cougar  fans  can 
now  turn  their  attention  to  basketball.  Stan 
Watts  and  the  Cougar  cagers  promise  some 
exciting  action  for  the  fans  who  are  able 
to  maneuver  quickly  enough  to  get  into  the 
fieldhouse. 

The  problem  of  how  to  get  into  the  field- 
house  has  plagued  fans  for  a number  of 
years.  With  every  increase  in  the  student 
body  it  becomes  worse.  This  year  less  than 
one  student  in  four  can  hope  to  make  it. 

Numerous  systems  of  ticket  distribution 
were  tried  and  abandoned  before  the  current 
method  was  put  into  effect.  Under  the 
present  system  zealots  test  their  mettle  by 
lining  up  at  the  fieldhouse  during  the  wee- 
small  hours  of  the  morning  in  order  to  ob- 
tain passes.  This  is  only  the  first  phase  of 
the  test;  for  once  the  pass  is  obtained  the 
holder  must  arrive  at  the  game  before  7:30 
or  he  will  find  several  hundred  students  who 
slept-in  during  the  morning  test,  ahead  of 
him. 

This  past  weekend  we  witnessed  how 
frustrating  and  disappointing  this  can  be. 


About  twenty  students  were  in  front 
gate  holding  their  blue  passes  when 
jumped  in  front  of  the  gate  and 
pointing  at  a clock  on  the  far  side 
fieldhouse  which  had  just  changed  to 
Some  of  the  students  tried  to  pass  k 
reach  the  gate  but  he  began  tearing  ac 
clothing  and  pushing  them  back.

The  Prayer  Cases  that  have  so 
upset  Mr.  Hansen  and  caused 
such  comment  by  President  Mc- 
Kay will  stand  for  themselves  if 
they  are  read  and  understood  by 
everyone.

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Students  Teach  Indians 


student  teaching  covers  many 
fields  and,  the  College  of  Family 
Living  has  a unique  program  for 
students  majoring  in  Child  Develop- 
ment. 

The  college  has  set  up  a plan  in 
conjunction  with  the  Government’s 
Head  Start  program.  Students  in- 
having the  “experience  of  their 
terested  in  teaching  Indians  are 
lives.” 

According  to  Mrs.  Tyndall,  co- 
ordinator of  the  program,  students 
are  now  able  to  spend  three  days 
with  the  Ute  Indians  at  Fort  Du- 
schene. 

During  these  three  days  the  stu- 
dents do  their  student  teaching 
ages  range  from  5 to  6 years  of 
with  the  children.  The  children’s 
age. 


These  students  live  with  the  In- 
dians themselves.  This  gives  them 
an  added  advantage  of  knowing  the 
family  and  the  children. 

“We  find  that  the  parents  enjoy 
the  young  teachers  living  with 
them,”  according  to  Mrs.  Tyndall. 
She  emphasised  that  the  student 
could  read  book  upon  book  and 
still  not  get  the  experience  and 
knowledge  of  living  with  the  family. 

In  some  cases  this  is  the  first 
time  that  these  Indian  families 
have  had  someone  like  a student 
live  with  them.  “We  find  that  this 
is  very  successful,”  Mrs.  Tyndall 
said.  “It  is  a two  way  street.  They 
help  us  by  learning  about  them 
and  we  help  them  by  teaching 
them.”

26  SUITS  FILED 

So  far,  26  suits  have  been  filed 
from  Boston  to  Seattle  protesting 
the  74-year-old  general’s  recom- 
mendation in  an  Oct.  26  memoran- 
dum that  draft-age  demonstrators 
be  reclassified  and  subject  to  im- 
mediate induction  if  they  interfere 
illegally  with  Selective  Service 
operations  or  military  recruitment. 

In  an  interview,  Hershey  pre- 
dicted he  would  be  upheld  in  the 
courts  in  his  belief  that  local 
draft  boards  “can  still  decide  who 
is  violating  the  law  as  well  as  any 
jury.” 

CLARK  DISAGREES 

But  Atty.  Gen.  Ramsey  Clark 
disagrees,  as  it  became  apparent 
after  he  met  with  Hershey  Monday 
night.  The  two  had  issued  a state- 
ment Saturday  agreeing  on  crea- 


ment  unit  to  prosecute  law-break- 
ing demonstrators,  but  Hershey 
said  later  he  still  stood  by  his 
earlier  position. 

Hershey’s  position  is  that  anyone 
interfering  with  draft  operations 
can  be  dealt  with  be  administrative 
action  of  local  draft  boards.  In  the 
case  of  college  students,  for 
example,  this  would  mean  loss  of 
a drah  deferment,  declaration  as  a 
“delinquent”  for  violating  federal 
law  and  subjection  to  immediate 
placement  in  a I-A  category. 

UNCONSTITUTIONAL? 

Justice  Department  officials  con- 
sidered it  likely  that  drafting  anti- 
war demonstrators  would  be  ruled 
unconstitutional  in  the  courts, 
partly  because  Hershey’s  concept 
of  “illegal”  interference  was  too 
broad. 

Clark’s  position  is  hat  demon- 
strators who  violate  federal  law 
should  be  prosecuted  in  federal 
courts  and  not  by  local  draft 
boards. 

More  specifically,  Clark  believes 
reclassification  is  proper  only  if 
the  violator  does  something  that 
affects  his  own  status;  that  is,  if 
he  destroys  his  draft  card  or  fails 
to  show  up  for  induction. 


Ash  for  Farm  Bureau 
End  to  Price  Supports 


CHICAGO  (UPI)-Policy  plan- 
ners of  the  American  Farm  Bur- 
eau Federation  Monday  proposed 
steps  to  change  agriculture  from 
“a  subsidy-oriented  to  a profit- 
oriented  business.” 

The  resolutions  committee  of  the 
AFBF’s  49th  annual  meeting  re- 
commended that  the  world’s  larg- 
est farm  organization  press  for 
termination,  with  “transitional  pro- 
tection,” of  government  farm  con- 
trol and  price  support  programs. 

“Experience  has  shown  clearly 
that  programs  to  fix  prices  and 
control  production  do  not  ensure 
satisfactory  farm  income,”  the 
committee  said  in  a report  which 
will  be  considered  this  week  by  all 
voting  delegates. 

'UNSATISFACTORY' 
“Direct  government  payments 
are  a highly  undesirable  substitiute 
for  adequate  market  prices  and  an 
unsatisfactory  means  of  providing 
income  for  farmers.’ 

The  committee  issued  its  vol- 
uminous, 103-page  report  of  tenta- 
tive recommendations  after  Charles 
B.  Shuman,  president  of  the  1,70 
million  family  association,  re- 
ported that  approximately  20  per 
cent  of  net  farm  income  comes 
from  direct  subsidy  payments  by 
the  government. 


“American  agriculture  has  been 
rapidly  converted  by  the  great  soc- 
iety planners  and  politicians  to  a 
subsidy-oriented  business,”  Shu- 
man said.  “It  is  time  for  a chance. 
Farmers  want  their  industry  profit 
oriented.” 

HITS  FREEMAN  OPINION 

Shuman  termed  “ridiculous” 
statements  by  Secretary  of  Agr- 
culture  Orville  Freeman  that  the 
1967  surplus  grain  production  and 
“farm  price  disaster”  is  a sample 
of  what  would  happen  if  agriculture 
were  to  be  returned  to  a free  mar- 
ket operation. 

“The  wheat  and  feed  grain  pro- 
duction binge  of  1967  was  not  a pro- 
duct of  the  free  market,”  he  said, 
“but  must  be  charged  to  the  mis- 
takes of  the  administration  in  pro- 
moting an  extensive  ‘Feed  the  Hun- 
gry World’  campaign  coupled  with 
rosy  price  predictions.” 

The  resolution  committee  pro- 
posed that  the  government’s  Com- 
modity Credit  Corporation  be  re- 
moved “from  its  present  role  as  a 
buyer,  storer  and  seller  of  farm 
products”  and  that  in  the  mean- 
time market  prices  be  protected 
“against  the  dumping  of  govern- 
ment-owned stocks  of  farm  com- 
modities.”

He  said  GI’s  scheduled  to  end  their  year’s  tour  of  duty 
in  Vietnam  and  return  to  the  United  States  before  Jan.  4 
would  be  sent  home  on  or  before  Dec.  18. 


EARTHQUAKE  HITS  500  INDIAN  VILLAGES 

BOMBAY,  INDIA  (UPI) — At  least  500  villages  near  the 
devastated  town  of  Koynanagar  are  still  under  rubble  from 
the  worst  earthquake  to  hit  India  in  150  years,  the  govern- 
ment said  Wednesday. 

The  government  placed  the  known  number  of  dead  at 
170  with  more  than  2,000  injured.  The  toll  could  go  much

Pioneer  8 Hurled  Toward  Sun 


CAPE  KENNEDY  (UPI)-A  cos- 
mic weather  watcher  named  Pio- 
neer 8 set  out  on  a 400-day  voyage 
around  the  sun  Wednesday  to  chart 
the  seething  sea  of  space  and  warn 
moon-bound  astronauts  of  onrush- 
ing  radiation  storms. 


The  145-pound  sun  satellite  will 
help  scientists  devise  an  inter- 
planetary weather  map  of  radia- 
tion that  flows  in  torrents  from  the 
sun,  and  of  twisting  magnetic 
forces  that  channel  cosmic  rays  to- 
ward the  earth  and  moon. 


PARIS  (UPI)  — Speculators 
bought  gold  at  near-record  rates 
Wednesday  and  put  a further  drain 
on  the  United  States’  supply  of 
gold. 

Gold  dealers  in  Paris  said  $12.6 
million  of  gold  was  sold  Wednes- 
day on  the  French  markets,  only 
$200,000  less  than  the  record  sales 
that  followed  Britain’s  devaluation 
of  the  pound. 

Dealers  reported  in  London  and 
Zurich,  Switzerland  that  demand 
for  gold  was  also  “very  high”  on 
those  markets.

He  appealed 
to  the  nation  to  help  him  restore 
freedom  and  democracy. 

Reports  reaching  Athens  said  the 
27-year-old  king  formed  a new  gov- 
ernment at  Naoussa,  60  miles  from 
the  capital,  and  named  Petros  Gar- 
oufalias  Premier.  Garoufalias  is  a 
staunch  anti-Communist  and  a for- 
mer defense  minister  who  holds 


the  respect  of  military  leaders. 

The  reports  said  Constantine  is- 
sued an  ultimatum  to  the  military 
junta  to  resign  or  face  forcible 
overthrow  and  backed  it  up  by 
sending  columns  of  troops  march- 
ing on  Athens  while  his  loyal  air 
force  flew  low  over  the  sunswept 
city. 

The  military  regime  in  Athens 
appeared  taken  by  surprise,  but  it 
reacted  swiftly,  pouring  troops  into 
Athens  from  nearby  army  camps.
